Oniaha University’s urgent: 
need for classroom and faculty « 


office space triggered two 
moves by campus planner Clar- 
ence Lefler this week. 

Lefler announced tentative 


, plans for the purchase of a pre- 


fabricated quonset-type build- 
ing from School District 66 and 
the remodeling of Room 116 in 
the Applied Arts to make room 
for three additional faculty of- 
fices. 
Awaiting Approval 

Lefler and Dean of Admin- 
istration Kirk Naylor talked 
with officials of the school. dis- 
trict ‘yesterday, and. according 
to Lefler,. “we agreed on a very 
nominal purchase price pend- 
ing the approval of the dis- 
trict’s board: of directors.’’: 

The University will take what 
is now’ an L-shaped * building 
and “cut it into two separate 
facilities, 24 feet long by 72 


feet wide,. They will be located — 
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just north: oi ‘the ‘Applied ‘Arts = 


building. : 


Dean: Naylor noted: that the: 


buildings will be used: for “in- 


structional purposes.” He said. 


Registrar. Virgil Sharpe is now 
checking with department heads 
to find out where the greatest 
scheduling problems lie. ° 

“The way things stand at, the 
moment,” Naylor added, “en- 
gineering and drafting classes 
will probably use the facilities 
the majority of the time.” 

New Offices 

The work to be done on AA 
116, currently housing GATE- 
WAY and TOMAHAWK offices 


‘ling several other smaller facili- 
ties, will be quite drastic, as 
sketched below. . 
Three-double offices. will -be 
built on the east wall of the 
room. The GATEWAY editor's 
office will be torn out. to. make 


room for the some of the. space’ 


and will be relocated just south 
of Room 114. (Room 114 is lo- 
cated within the confines of 
116). 

‘Access to the offices will be 
‘ provided for by tearing through 
the outside corridor wall and in- 
serting. a. door. A corridor to 
the offices will also be construc: 
ted, Lefler pointed out. 


With all the activities that 
go on in the Student Publica- 


tions office, a method for separ- . 


ating the faculty offices from 


publications had to be devised. 


Wall . 


Lefler: decided that a. wall 
should be constructed 16 feet 
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from the east: wall.so both oc- 


cupants: of the -room (faculty - 
and publications) could have .’ 


‘some privacy. Some cabinet 
space on the north wall will 
be relocated ‘to make room for 
the wall, 

The TOMAHAWK office and 
the Audio Visual Department’s 
storage room will remain in- 
tact, according .to’ Lefler. 

The photo studio, located in 


- Room 112, will continue in its 


present capacity. Tentative 
plans also call for the temporary 
re-location of Journalism De- 
partment head Paul V. Peter- 
son’s office in the room.

The University of Omaha's 
failure to gain voter approval 


- on a proposed mill levy increase 


in. April of 1963 did not lessen 
the University’s responsibility 


to the people of Omaha. How- . 
_ ever, it did kill OU’s last chance 


to begin a building program 


‘capable of coping with the in- 


flux of students. 
A report entitled: “The Prob- 


lem of Rising Enrollment” - 
‘ gtates that “Most of our’ bet- 
ter colleges are turning away -. 
- more and more students each 
. year.” 


Shortages .of faculties, 
student housing and educational 


' facilities are some of the pri- 
mary reasons for the increasing» 
number of students being turned 


away. 


According ‘to the National 


- Education’ ‘Association Research 
~ Bulletin, the increase in college- 
: age students in. 1960-70 in Ne- ' 

braska will. be 84.1 per. cent, ° 


compared ; to the national aver- 


“age of 56.6, per cent, Although 


this appears to be a slow rate 
of growth, about 85 per cent 


of the increase will take place | 
"in metropolitan areas. 


Since the University lacks the 
necessary funds to carry: out 


- an extensive building program, 
- the only alternative seenis to 

be making better use of the - 
* present facilities. 
This conclusion led Director of . 


Campus Planning and Develop- 


‘ment Clarence Lefler to under- 


take a study of various types 
of space-saving seating. The 


- study was carried out in class- 


rooms in the Administration and 
Buildings that 
could utilize a drop-leaf tablet- 
arm, pedestal-mounted type 
seating. 

In order to justify the instal- 
lation of new furniture to in- 


‘crease seating capacity, there 


must -be a corresponding sav- 
ings when compared with the 
cost of constructing new facili- 
ties. ‘Since the goal’ in sboth 
cases was to gain student- 
station capacity, the com- 
paratiye unit developed, was 
student-station. This 
was computed for both new 
construction and increased ca- 
pacity of existing facilities. 
Twenty dollars was _ estab- 
lished as the standard construc- 
tion cost’ per square foot for 
the 26 rooms used in the study. 
The cost per student-station 


’ for new construction: is obtained 


by multiplying the cost per 
square foot by the number of 


. square feet per student-station. 
. Twelve square feet has been al- 


loted as the area of each stu- 
dent-station. 
The study has shown that by 


using pedestal seating a total .- 


of 584 general classroom stu- 


- dent-stations can be gained at 


an average cost of $104.46 per 
student-station. This represents 
a saving of $135.54 per stu- 
student-station. 

The total savings for the 584 
capacity increase comes to 
$79,155.

The budget is effective September 1, 1965. Of this 


‘ amount $4,782,000 will come from tuition, taxes and mis- 


cellaneous. A self-supporting revolving fund (bookstore, 
foodservice, parking meters, etc.) will provide $958, 974 


for the new budget. 

- This represents an increase of 
$609,000 or 14.5 per cent over 
the 1964-65 budget of $4,173,000.

71.6: per cent of $3,424,000 of 
the total operating budget, 


while the taxpayers will .con-

Tough, unusual jobs are noth- 
ing new for Mike Mathis.

- and. were nearly surrounded by 


the fire. . 
Other -experiences:: with the 
service included helping mis- 


. guided. tourists and hunting . 


down a crazed cougar that had 
been terrorizing the area. 
Student Teacher 
Mathis entered OU in the fall 


of 1968. He plans to graduate 


in January of 1965. His first 
job in Omaha was as a radio 
announcer for KOWH and 
KQAL. He is currently student 
teaching an American Govern- 
ment class at Benson High.

With a crowd of some 5,000 fans watching, th 
Indians buried Morningside, 32-0, and a group with 
names like Jesko, Blazevich, Hepburn, Kettle, Meyers 
ushered in a new era. 

A swift halfback named Sayers scored three times 
for Omaha as another great career began to flower. 

That team ended the season playing Pittsburg State 
for the CIC championship. They lost, but the 6-3 record 
was the first winner in eight years. rapt i 
_ That winter, a square-jawed man with energy to 
burn took over the worst basketball program in the state. 
Jim Borsheim walked into'a trap that had: been set for 
him by mediocre coaching, poor material and no scholar- 
ships.

I’m not so ancient that I can’t remember my high 
school graduation and the ceremony that went with it. 
There was something mystical and exciting as I and my 
classmates paraded into the stadium, surrounded by 
several -blinding lights that lent a special dazzle to 
the occasion.

Instead, the graduates 
will be handed their diplomas when they return their 
caps and gowns. I was crushed—well, at least I was 
let down.

» What has happened to the pomp and ceremony that 
used to be the highlight of such an event as college 
commencement exercises? Also, I was informed that 
there would be no formal Baccalaureate Convocation this 
year, It was suggested that I attend the church of my 
choice on Sunday, June 6, as my own personal bacca- 
Jaureate service. I go to church every Sunday the way 
it is, so..:. : 

., It is true, that this June’s graduating class is a 
big one—900 to 950. But, there must be a more personal 
way to conduct a commencement convocation than to just 


distribute diplomas in such an unceremonial, meaningless . 


way. Has the age of mass production and expediency 
wrought such a solution? Are future commencement 
exercises fated to be stripped of all their traditional 
trappings and be reduced to just another “stand-in-line- 
and-pick-up-a-diploma”. doldrum? 

..Pevhaps I could (and probably will) be called a 
silly, sentimental: young woman who just doesn’t under- 
stand the complexities of graduating 950 students. How- 
ever,'I feel there is a better, more personal way in which 
the diplomas could be handed out. A little sentimentality 
is not a bad thing and besides, it’s pretty easy to get 
sentimental over receiving a baccalaureate degree into 
which you have so long invested an abundance of time, 
Relf, hard work, money and, yes, much sentiment.

The committee members asked. only for dis- 
cussion and suggestions so that they might have a better 
understanding so they might act to the best interests 
of all concerned. But, I do think that they were surprised 
at. some of the dialogue that transpired, even though 
they were able to hide it behind their professional coun- 
tenences.
